If you suppose a rail­ 
way from the earth t > the nearest fixed 
star, which is supposed to be 20,GJI,OOO,- 
OCK) of miles from us; and if you suppose 
the price of the fare to be one penny for 
every ICI miles—not, mind! a penny per 
mile—then, if you take a mass of gold to 
to the ticket office equal to the national 
debt ($3,8C 3,000,133) it*would be sufficient 
to pay for La ticket to the nearest fixed 
star. And I think I should not be wrong 
in saying that there are stars so far off 
that at the price of oue penny for evciy 
hundred miles, the whole treasure of the 
earth would not bo sufficient to pay for a 
ticket.”

One of the moat Daring and E xten ­ 
siv e Bobberies ever Perpetrated in 
New York. 


N ev.’ Y ork, March 17—O ne o f tho m ost 
extensive robberies that ever occurred in 
this city was perpetrated yesterday under 
circumstances which evince almost un­ 
paralleled boldness and skill. In broad 
daylight two or more men succeeded in 
entering a large apartment house filled 
with people on a populous street. Eva*! 
ing the servants with which tho house 
w’as supplied and breaking into the 
apartments of one of tho occupants they 
earned off bonds, certificates of stock 
and jewelry’to the value of $1,009,000. 
After completely ransacking the rooms in 
the absence of the occupants, they es­ 
caped without detection with their valu­ 
able booty and left absolutely no tract 
behind them. The matter was reported 
to the police authorities as soon as the

porter w’as enabled to learn the circum­ 
stances of the case which the detectives 
have made every effort to conceal for rea­ 
sons known to themselves. 
Abram E. Simons, a stationer and 
printer doing business at G2 John street, 
resides with his wife in a suite of rooms 
on the second Hoor, in the large apart­ 
ment house at 
East 
Twenty-second 
street. Between 5 and G o’clock last 
evening Simons aud wife were absent 
for 
a 
short 
time from 
their 
house. When they returned the found 
that their rooms had been broken open 
and literally every article of furniture 
aud every closet and other receptacle 
where valuables could have been con­ 
cealed had been thoroughly ransacked. 
Simons had beeu printing bonds and 
stock certificates for some railroad com­ 
pany or companies, whose names have not 
been learned, and nearly 8100,000 worth 
of these securities he had taken to his 
rooms for safe-keeping and concealment. 
They were unsigned by the proper offi­ 
cers, but it is said were otherwise com­ 
plete.

While dragging him out of 
his lair with my two hands I was pre­ 
pared to flatten his neck close to hi9 
Dead with my foot the moment he 
emerged, so that he should not have the 
power of turning or moving. My plan 
succeeded perfectly, and while the 
snake’s head was imprisoned under my 
foot I grasped his body with my hands, 
and as though I had vanquished a ter­ 
rible monster, turned toward the na­ 
tives with an air of triumph. They, 
struck with terror, had looked on the 
scene from a safe distance. I must con­ 
fess that the snako offered little resist­ 
ance, although it writhed aud twisted it­ 
self round my arm, squeezing it so tight­ 
ly as to stop the circulation, and rnako 
my hand black. I remained, however, 
in possession of its neck, and soon 
secured it firmly to a long thick stick I 
had brought with me. I then gave the 
reptile to my men to carry homo.” 
This serpent was thirteen feet long. It 
was kept alive and became quite tome, 
and when the natives saw D*Albertis 
kiss its head and let it coil round his 
legs they howled with amazement and 
admiration. Six weeks after the cap­ 
ture he writes: “ My snake continues 
to do well; it has twice cast its skin, is 
well behaved and tame, and does not 
attempt to escape, even when I put it 
in the sun outside the house; and when 
I go to bring it in, it comes to me of its 
own accord. It never attempts to bite, 
even when I caress or tease it. While 
I am working I often hold it on my 
knees, where It remains for hours; 
sometimes it raises its head and licks 
my face with its forked tongue. It is a 
true friend and 
companion to me. 
When the natives bother mc it is useful 
in putting them to flight, for they are 
much afraid of it; it is quite sufficient 
for me to let ray snake loose to make 
them fly at full speed.” He kept this 
serpent for nearly six months, and 
latterly another of the same species 
with it, till at last both escaped, and he 
mourned their loss as of dear friends, 
adding, “ for I loved them and they 
loved me, and we had passed a long 
time together.”

MAS. FANNY BOSTWICK. 
Last night shortly before 12 o’clock 
death closed the life of Mrs. Fanny Bost­ 
wick. The event has been expected for 
some time, it seeming from day to day 
for weeks past that the dread messenger 
was hovering very closely to the bedside 
of the snffering one. She had reached 
the age of seventy-five years, and yet had 
been in quite good health until some­ 
thing 
over 
a 
month 
ago, 
when 
the last illness compelled her to keep her 
bed. For thirty-five days past sh© has 
been delirioiis, with but few moments of 
consciousness, and at times she has suf­ 
fered greatly, but at the close she sank 
into the long rest as quietly as into sleep. 
Mrs. Bostwick was born in Shaftsbury, 
Vermont, January 9,1806. 
Her maiden 
name was Matteson, her family being one 
of the most widely known of any in tha; 
State. Governor Matteson, of Illinois, was 
a cousin, and as an interesting fact in the 
family record, may be stated that her 
father, his four brothers, and her grand­ 
father, fought iu the battle of Benning- 
bm, in August, 1777, and not one reoeiv 
ed even a scratch. Her own birthplace was 
within six miles of where this battle was 
fought, and she brought down to the liv 
mg generation many interesting incidents 
concerning it, which she had learned 
from the lips of 
her 
fattier and 
aneles, and which her children and friends 
have listened to time aud again with 
never tiring interest. 
At the early age of fifteen she was mar­ 
ried to Mr. Huliug, her first husband, anc 
with him moved into Geneseo county 
New York, where she lived for many 
years, winch brought many changes with 
them, among which was the birth of two 
children, one of whom has since died, 
and the other, Miss Fannie Hnling, 
has 
continued 
with 
her, and 
is 
still 
living 
here. 
Her 
husband 
died, and she afterwards married Mr. 
Joseph Bostwick, who died some fif­ 
teen years ago. Of this union there were 
six children, of whom one, a son, has 
died, one daughter is living in San Fran­ 
cisco, and two sons and two daughters 
reside here—Joseph M. Bostwick, Robert 
M. Bostwick, Mrs. W. T. Vankirk and 
Mrs. Clark H. Webster. 
The family came to Janesville in 1817, 
and 
have 
lived 
here 
ever 
since, 
and 
in 
consequence 
of 
this 
long 
residence, 
and 
the 
many 
true womanly qualities which she pos­ 
sessed, she had w’on a large circle of 
friends, upon w’hom the sorrow of her 
death casts a heavy gloom, and from 
whom the eveufc calls forth earnest ex­ 
pressions of sympathy for those of her 
own family circle who are thus called up­ 
on to mourn the loss of a true motlier.
